The men were doing cleaning 
work in a sewer 35 feet under Foster 
Ave. at E. 3rd St., Brooklyn, when 
the storm hit the city about noon- 
time. A torrent of water poured in, 
flooding the 12-foot high sewer 
passageway. 

There were 10 men in the sewer 
at the time. The seven nearest the 
E. 3rd St. manhole held to each 
other and scrambled from the 
churning flood which mounted sev- 
N eral feet in a few moments. 
Three men inside—William Mur- 
phy, James Walsh and George 
Schieves—were swept away, but 
pulled themselves into a sanctuary 
on a cross-beam about 100 feet from 
the entrance, where rescue workers 
found them.

WORKERS, PUBLIC PAID 


In the past twenty years the

The February issue of the Railroad 
Trainmen points out that, “the rall- 
roads are now receiving 88 percent 


hour of service and 92 per cent more 
work per dollar of wages than they 
received in 1920. There are approxi- 
mately 1,990,000 less railroad jobs 
than there were eighteen years ago. 
Last year only 52.7 per cent of all 
railroad employees worked some 
time part of each of the twelve 
months of the year, one-third of all 
railroad employees worked only dur- 
ing six months of the year or less.”

3. Government control of all roads 
in receivership. The bankers who 
now control reorganizations use to 
swindle small and individual stock 
and bonds holders, and do nothing 
to improve the financial condition 
of the roads. 


WORKING HOURS LONGEST 


4. Railroad workers now work on 
a 48 hour basis and in cases of 
overtime as long as 56 hours, far 
longer than prevailing hours in 
other basic industries. The hour 
provisions in the Fair Labor Stand- 
ards Act should be extended to rail- 
road labor and to all other trans- 
port labor but with no reduction in 
pay. Social Security for railroad 
workers needs much improvement. 

Compulsory retirement at 65 
should be be enacted so that a rail- 
road worker could really rest the 
few remaining years of his life. 
These measures would give the 
younger worker a better opportu- 
nity for employment.

Need As Rail

Unless our agreements with the 
road owners provide for a monthly 
mileage limitation our seniority 
clauses and other protection against 
discrimination are very weak. 

Since 1920 over a million railroad 
workers have been thrown out of 
their jobs. One of the most needed 
measures to reduce this problem is 
the shorter work-week. 

Our Brotherhoods have come out 
for the 6-hour day, 5-day week, 
without reduction in pay. But how 
in the world can we get shorter 
hours if we have a small group of 
enginemen and trainmen who are 
working from 3800 to 4800 miles per 
month? These railroad workers are 
exercising their SENIORITY 
RIGHTS to deprive the . younger 
workers of deserved work. Seniority 
was never meant to do this. 

Seniority guarantees to the older 
man in point of service, his right to 
the choice of runs. In the event of 
there being a surplus of men, the 
senior man will have preference in 
employment. Nowhere in our agree- 
ments does it state that seniority 
shall be exercised to give a small 
group of workers the privilege of 
working all kinds of hours at the 
expense of our brother workers. 
President Robinson of the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Enginemen 
and Firemen stated: 

“We might as well make up our 
minds that we can never get a 
six-hour day on the railroads and 
have a system that will permit 
some of our workers to work 38 
or 48 days a month.” 

It cannot be done. In the inter- 
est of all workers on the railroads 
and for a better future, for greater 
security, mileage limitations should 
be put into effect and enforced.

Six of the major system are con- 
trolled by Morgan interests (m- 
cluding the New York Central, and 
the A. T. and 8. F.), three by Kuhn 
Loeb (Pennsy and UP among them), 
three by Morgan and Kuhn, Loeb 
together (B & O, C & NW, SP). 
They own thousands of shares, 
thousands of bonds. They benefit 


policy of the roads. Other bonds 
are owned by insurance companies 
and banks—also *ontrolled by Wall 
Street. The dividends and interest 
payments go to these institutions 
and find their way to the owners in 
Wall Street. 


NOW YOU ANSWER ONE 


I have a challenge. Find me a 
railroad worker who owns bonds or 
stocks in the railroads. Then ask 
him if his income from that source 
would be more than the amount 
he would lose if his wages were cut 
5 per cent. In other words, his in- 
vestment does not bring him even 
5 per cent of his yearly earnings 
as a worker. But does he really 
own the railroads? Can he control 
the wage policy? Can he control 
how much dividends and interest 
the railroads pay? Has he any- 
thing to say about length of hours, 
length of trains, working condi- 
tions, pensions, safety devices? 


MORE BUNK 


2. Here's another statement in 
“This Railroad Business”: “Because 
life insurance companies, banks, 
endowed educational institutions 
and foundations hold 56 per cent 
of the outstanding railroad bonds, 
every one of us who has a little 
money in the savings banks, or in 
life insurance, has a stake in our 

This, too, is a misstatement. The 
bonds have gone down. Life in- 
surance companies and banks have 
written off their losses. The ine 
vestors have already been docked, 
and, if the losses were too great, 
these institutions have gone bank- 
rupt. Nationalization would not 
close the banks or insurance com- 
panies or threaten the small ine 
vestors. If the railroads were taken 
over by the government, these in- 
vestors would be protected more 
than they are now under the man- 
agement of private monopolies. 

The above are only samples of 
the sort of false allegations packed 
into this operator's 
sheet you mailed us.

Hague’s Bank Crash— 
What Is Behind It? 


„ There is something very fishy about the 
sudden—or is it not-so-sudden?—crash of a 
$23,000,000 bank in Jersey City, the city 
which “I-Am-the-Law” Hague dominates like 
a tin-horn Hitler. 

Of course, it makes all the difference in 
the world to the thousands of depositors 
whose life’s savings are involved to know 
that the New Deal agency, the FDIC, will 
protect their deposits. If it were not for this 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation, 
which the Tories howled against as “govern- 
ment interference,” there would be tragedy 
in thousands of homes in Jersey City. It is 
a far cry from the avalanche of bank crashes 
of the Hoover 1930-32 days when 5,000 
ruined banks swept away deposits of more 
than three billion dollars. 

The New Jersey Title Guarantee and 
Trust cracked because the Hague crowd was 
apparently bleeding it by ruinous manage- 
ment. This combined with the disastrous 
effect of Hague’s real estate taxes, which are 
the highest in America, on its real estate in- 
vestments to finish the institution. How does 
it happen that a 823,000,000 bank could go 
for so long without action being taken to 
halt the drainage of its deposits? 

But the crucial question is—how many 
other banks in the country are now dan- 
gerously loaded with such assets? How 
many other banks are gambling with the de- 
positors’ money in all kinds of fake invest- 
ments, “guaranteed” mortgages which don’t 
guarantee, etc., etc.? a 

These are exteedingly vital questions 
which demand immediate investigation and 
answers because the amount of insurance 
which the FDIC provides would not by any 
means protect the depositors if there were 
to be two or three more large bank crashes 
in the country. The FDIC can protect if 
bank crashes are rare; if many banks are 
rotten, this protection will be swept away. 

We know that the Hoover-Dawes gang 
played ‘havoc with the life savings of Amer- 
ica’s families; it is not surprising to see the 
Tories once again hiding their crimes be- 
hind red-baiting and anti-labor reaction. 

America needs a thorough housecleaning 
of the whole banking system. The bankers 
cannot be trusted with the people’s funds 
unwatched and unregulated.

Nippon Hurls Oratorical 
Fireworks Against the 
| Soviet Union | 


„The Japanese jingoist press has opened 
up a venomous sniping campaign against 
the Soviet Union following the oratorical. 
bombshell barrage hurled at the U.S.S.R. 
in the Tokio House of Representatives dur- 
ing the past few days. 

The ostensible purpose is Japan's efforts to black- 


as written by the Nipponese trusts. 
But the genuine reason is Japan's participation in 
Rome-Berlin-Tokio triangle’sS war provocations 
the democracies. Japan's aggression 
against China is in a deeper bog than ever. Reports 
of troop mutinies against Japanese commanders in 
Canton are significant. Japanese economy and finances 
are reaching an explosive point. Hence, the Tokio 
fascist-militarists look around for some forms of diver- 
sion, whether in the form of blustering threats or new 

anti-Soviet incidents. 

Even from the heavily censored capitalist press re- 
ports it is obvious that the Tokio howlers for a more 
provocative stand against the Soviet Union are visibly 
quaking in their boots and are already seeking for 
avenues of retreat. 

Tokios Foreign Minister. Hachiro Arita, for in- 
stance, when he received the resolution threatening 
“swift, appropriate action” against the Soviet Union, 
“not stopping at force,” added that everything would 
de done—“in existing conditions.” 

To the Japanese fascist bandits, “existing condi- 
tions,” hark back to circumstances surrounding 
Changkufeng events. Then, too, just before the 
Czechoslovak crisis, under the prompting of Berlin and 
Rome, the Tokio militarists struck at the U. 8. 8. R. 
The Nipponese aggressors are still stunned by the 
smashing drubbing they got at Changkufeng. * 
least two American correspondents have since re- 
ported that Changkufeng Hill, which the Japanese tried 
to storm, today flies he red flag with the hammer 
and sickle, and the Japanese army has withdrawn to 
a respectable distance and is not too anxious to risk 
another chastisement at this point. 

* 


Admitting that the anti-Soviet oratory in the Jap- 
anese Diet (parliament) is largely for home cunsump- 
tion, Hugh Byas, New York Times’ Tokio correspon- 
dent, added that among Tokio government officials 
“there is a secret underlying fear that Japan may 
have to sacrifice some prestige.” 

No doubt Japan's oratorical sword-rattling is carried 
on in consultation with Rome and Berlin and, in many 
ways, is guaged to Italian and German fascism’s mo- 
bilization threats against France, Great Britain and 
the United States. 

Nevertheless, high Nazi militarists are quite fa- 
miliar with the gigantic difficulties faced by the Jap- 
anese aggressors in their war against China and in 
their vicious threats against the U. S. S. R. 

In the latter part of January the influential Nazi 
magazine, Geopolitik (Political Geography), edited by 
Gen. Haushofer and sponsored by Hitler and Alfred 
Rosenberg, came to conclusions that are extraor- 
dinarily pessimistic for Japan. 

We quote a few choice morsels: 

“The unity and closed ranks of China,” acknowl- 
edged this Nazi organ, “and also the stubborn re- 
sistance of the Chinese have surprised the Japanese 
most of all and have forced them to decisive meas- 
ures which today transform the economy of Japan 

into a pure war-economy which demands greater 
sacrifices than would have been willingly given at 
the beginning. 

“The vast areas of China were underestimated, 
and the psychology of modern China is not under- 
stood. All hopes of an uprising or a government 
change are illusory. Chiang Kai-shek has become 
the symbol of young China already. . Japan does 
not have the strength to overthrow this colossus 
without running the danger of being crushed by it.” 

This information published in Germany, of course, 
is intended for narrow fascist cir=les. 

Just as the German Nazi catastrophic econcmic 
condition is inspiring Hitler to more desperate war 
mobilizations and maneuvers, so Nippon’s admittedly 
difficult situation is goading the Tokio warmakers to 
talk more menacingly against the Soviet Union and 
the United States. 

And just as Muss*%lini’s drive in Catalonia was a 
drive against France, so Japan’s seizure of Hainan 
Island was a thrust at France, the United States and 

Great Britain. 

Japan's oratorical fireworks may make the most 
noise against the U. S. S. R., but will have the least 
effect. But this symptom of a desperate Nipponese 
aggressor should warn the United States of new dan- 
gers brewing, menacing to American security.

Oath of a 


Free-Man 


THE OATH OF A FREE MAN, with a his- 
torical study by Lawrence C. Wroth 
end a note on the Stephen Daye Press.

This small volume celebrates the 
three hundredth anniversary of the 
first printing in what is now known 
as the United States. The Rev. Jose 
Glover had been ousted from his 
pastorage in Surrey, England, for 
speaking his own mind; so he came 
over here with that engine of de- 
mocracy, a printing press. It had 
been only 18 years since the Pil- 
grims had landed in Massachusetts, 
whither he was bound. On the way 
he died, and Stephen Daye, a lock- 
smith, carried on. Arriving in Cam- 
bridge the year of the founding of 
Harvard, he set up the press. In 
March, 1639, on a half-sheet of 
small paper were impressed the first 


’ English words printed in North 


America: The Oath of a Free-Man.” 
Mr. Wroth, librarian of John Carter 
Brown Library, says it is clear” 
that this piece, “though a mere for- 
mulagy and innocent enough on the 
surface, was none the less a politi- 
cal document of revolutionary ten- 
dencies.” The bibliographer also 
points out that “this local oath of 
allegiance has value to all who 
cherish the democratic order. 
the second paragraph of this docu- 
ment is found, indeed, as fine and 
clear a statement as may be made 
of the concept of good citizenship 
under a representative govern- 
ment.” The indicated passage, in 
part, is:

Sev- 
eral men suffering from active 
tuberculosis: are cared for under 
such conditions.

The tuberculosis patients existing 
on such allowances show drastic 
weight. loss. 

A study was made of the home 
diets of 45 women admitted to the 
maternity service of the Seattle 
hospital. The average intake of 
calcium, iron, protein and calories 
was 20-30 per cent lower than min- 
imum standards for these essen- 
tials. The food records also showed 
an inadequate supply of vitamin C. 
Only two-thirds of these mothers 
could nurse their babies. 


Miss Cox never saw a clinic pa- 
tient with enough vitamin C in the 
blood to indicate a satisfactory vi- 
tamin O intake. 

Dr. Wilson C. Smillie, a noted 
public health expert, pointed out 
that it was the function of the
